WILL THE CHINESE BILL BE VETOED. 


Becretary Heyerd’s Threat to Hesign—The 
Adjournment Question Again Up— 
Mr. Oates Interviewed, Ete. 


Wasntnoton, September 17.—[{Special.j}— 
The action of the senate today in refusing to 
reconsider the vote by which the Scott-Chinese 
bill was passed sends the bill now to the presi- 
dent for his signature. There is no little 
curiosity as to what he will do with it. His 
position is in the highest degree embarrassing. 
The desire of Mr. Seott in introducing the bill 
was clearly to reap a positive advantage. The 
president was already strong on the Pacific 
coastand Mr. Seott hoped to make himself 
stronger. Ele thought he saw his way to do 
so yy the measure in question. There is no 
good reason to believe that he conferred with 
the president before taking the step and re- 
ceived the presideaot’s approval of his plans. 

Mr. Cleveland, however, has since that time 
been made to see the matter in anew light. It is 
pot one that affords the opportunity of a shrewd 
political move, It isa matter of much higher 
qoment. Jt involves, indeed, the integrity of 
the country. The treaty negotiated with 
China by this government is still pending, and 
the Scott bill would, im the most offensive and 
unprecedented manner, abrogate that@onven- 
tion. The question, therefore, for the -presi- 
deut to decide now is whether heshall repu- 
diate the leadership of Mr. Scott or stand by 
the state department. 

It would not surprise the friends of Mr 
Cleveland if the bill should be vetoed upon 
the round that this government is already ne- 
gotiatiug with China upon the subject of im- 
wigration from that country, and the legisla- 
tion proposed ff against the terms and spirit of 
those negotiations. It would comport 
with Mr. Cleveland’s firmness and fairness, 
avd it would save his adminiStration 
from what some of his noarest friends 
and most valued advisers esteem a grave and 
inexcusable blunder. It is said, indeed, that 
true consideration for Mr. Bayard calls for 
such action on the part of the president. Mr. 
Bayard feels this slight that the Scott bill has 
put upon him very keenly. He would probae 
bly not resignif the president signed the bill, 
but it would only be because of the fact that 
evch action on his part at this time might im- 
peril democratic success in November. He isa 
loyal partisan, but this matter has tried him 
severely, and, as has been before stated in 
these dispatches, he has expressed himself on 
the subject to the president with unmistaka- 
ble fullness andemphasis. He resents with 
unudisguised warmth this taking of the diplo- 
matic business ott of the hands appointed to 
conduct it and giving it over to maneuvering 
politicians for their use on the stump and in 
fhe caucus. 

THE ADJOURNMENT QUESTION. 

The most important matter to be submitted 
to the democratic caucus tomorrow night is 
the question of ndjoutament.. In fact, ff the 
wishes of the party leaders are consulted, it 
will be the only question discussed. The pro- 
position, pure and simple, is as to what valua- 
ble purpose is to be subserved by continuing 
the session of congress longer than the first of 
October. There is not a quorum of members 
of the house in town now, and each day wit- 
nosses the departure of some member whose 
political fortunes call for his presence at home. 
The situation here, therefore, grows more em- 
barrassing every day,and it has already come to 
pass that no business of any consequence can 
be transacted. It is, in this view of the case, 
that the resolution of Colonel Oates, of Ala- 
bamaé, calling for adjournment on the first 
proximo, finds its strength among the mem- 
bers. It is true, howeyer, that both Speaker 
Carlisle and Mr. Mills are opposed to the Oates 
resolution. They would both be glad to see 
the session come toa close, but they doubt the 
advisability of sending a resolution to the 
senate ata time when the republican leaders 
of that body are professing to be on the eve of 
presenting a tariff bill. Itis true that those 
ieaders have been for some time promising to 
present such a Dill, and may be only 
bluffing, but Mr. Mills thinks that at least two 
weeks more, which would bring the session up 
to the tirst of October, should be permitted to 
go by before any serious thought of adjourn- 
mentshould be entertained by the house. 

COLONEL OATES INTERVIEWED. 

Neither Mr, Mills nor Mr. Carlisle will be 
present at tomorrow night’s caucus, but the 
members of the ways and means committee 
now in town will endeavor to have the wishes 
of the speaker and Mr. Mills réspected on the 
point in question. Notwithstanding the atti- 
tude of Mr. Mills, Colonel Oates is still full of 
fivht, and believing that his resolution embod- 
fes the common sense, no less than the logic, 
of the situation will press ittoa vote.

n the course of debate, participated in by 
Senators Butler, Palmer, Call, Dawes and 
Plumb, the latter described the competitions 
which j{American agriculturists met and 
would continue to meet in the markets of the 
world. from South America, Australia, India 
and Africa, and declared bis belief that unless 
existing conditions were changed, end 
markedly, India wheat would sell in the New 
York market within five vears (duty paid), in 
competition with American wheat. It was 
therefore desirable thatthe president should 
have in his cabinet a man who represented the 
great agricultural interest of the country, and 
it was necessary tu diversify agriculture and to 
look more and more to the home market, 
rather than to the foreign market. In this 
connection he favored the encouragement of 
the production of sugar from sorghum and 
beets. 

The diseussion was further continued by 
Seuators George, Blair, Vest, Butler and 
Dawes. 

Without action the bill was laid aside till to- 
morrow, and the senate, at 5:10, adjourned.

W AsHINGTON, September 17.—In the house, 
on motion of Mr. McMillin, of Tennessee, Mr. 
Cox, of New York, was elected speaker pro 
tem toact during the absenceof Mr. Carlisle. 

As Mr. Cox took the chair he was greeted 
with warm and long continued applause by the 
members on both sides of the house. 

Mr. Weaver, of Iowa, introduced a bill to

Mr. Dingley, of Maine, offered a resolution 
calling on the president for information as to 
whether the rights of American fishermen 
have been violated by the Canadian authori- 
ties within the past year, and if so, whether 
he has retaliated as he has authority under 
the act of March 3d, 19687. Referred. 

Mr. Neill, of Missouri, offered a resolution 
assigning a day for the consideration of labor 
legislation. Under the rules this resolution 
would go to the committee on rules, only one 
member of which, Mr. Cannon, of Lllinois, is 
now in the city, but Mr. O’ Neill moved its ref- 
erence to the committee on labor. The vote 
resulted 54 to 37 in favor of Mr. O’Neill’s mo- 
tion, but Mr. Blount, of Georgia, made the 
point of no quorum. 

Thereupon, Mr. Forney, of Alabama, inter- 
rupted the proceedings by calling up the con- 
ference report on the sundry civil appropriation 
bill, but at the request of Mr. Kelley, pf Penn- 
sylvania, he vielded to that gentleman to offer 
a resolution broadening the scope of the inves- 
tigation now in progress as to the new library 
building, so as to direct the special committee 
to inguire whether any member of congress has 
sought by undue influence to secure the accep- 
tance by the architect of any material, and 
whether any member has endeavored to cause 
the removal of Architect Smithmeyer from 
his position, or to deprive him of any of his 
powers or duties for the reason that Mr. Smith- 
meyer had refused to.act as requested by such 
members. 

Mr. Kelly accepted the amendment offered 
by Mr. Springer, of Illinois, directing the com- 
mittee to report its conclusions within two 
weeks. The resolution was then adopted. 

Mr. Forney then came forward with his con-

Some Interesting FProceedings—Both Sides

Lonpon, Sepiembor 17.—The -comumission 
appointed by parliament to examine into 
charges made by the Times against Mr. Par- 
nell and other Irisli members of the hou 
commons, opened its first session at Li o’elock 
this morning in the prchate court. 

Owing to the limited size of the court room 
it was impossible to admit more than a select 
few of public representatives of the press, who 
occupied the bulk of the space, two huffidred 
reporters, representing provincial, London and 
American newspapers, having obtained tickets 
of admission. 

After a day spent in legal “‘sparring for posi- 
tion,’’ the commission adjourned to October 
22, without having gone into the merits of the 
case at all. 

Sir Charles Russell and Herbert Henry 
Asquith, liberal, member of parliament for the 
east division of Fife, appeared for the Par-

He said 
that two persons now in penal servitude for con 
nection with the Phanix Parkimurders would 
also have to be brought before the commision. 
It would be desirable also to obtain the evi- 
dence of certain persons in the United States. 

Judge Hannen said that the application re- 
garding American evidence, including that of 
Patrick Egin, was premature. In regard to 
Mr. Dillon the court would order his atten- 
dance when the inquiry proceeded, on condi- 
tion that he abstained from taking part in pub- 
lic matters, and entered into recognizance in 
the sum of £1,000. An order was made for an 
inspection of the bankers’ books containing 
the account of the national league. 

Both sides profess to be satistied with the 
preliminary tussle before the commission.

Sir Charles Russell demanded the pro- 
duction of all other letters connected with the 
inquiry that are in the possession of the Times. 
This wide demand has been met by arranging 
for the inspection of only those letters that 
may be specified by the Parnellites’ counsel.

THIS ENDS THE FEUD, 
The Last Male Representative of a’ Family 
Killed. 

SIRMINGHAM, Ala., September 17.—[Spe- 
cial.|—An old feud between two prominent 
families in Shelby county, ended todayin the 
murder of George Turner, at Coosa, twenty 
miles east of here. Thé feud ends forever with 
this tragedy, as Turner was the last male rep. 
resentative of his family. Alex Mattock,many 
years ago, married Turner’s sister against the

HIS PETITION DENIED. 


Justice Fields Refuses ex-Judge Terry’s Ap- 
plication for a Release. 

SAN Francisco, Cal., September 17.—David 
S. Terry, formerly justice of the supreme court 
of California, who was recently committed to jail 
for six months by Justice Field, of the United 
States supreme court, for contempt in assault- 
ing the marshal during the progress of the 
Sharon case in the United States circuit court, 
afew days ago, petitioned tothe court for a 
revocation of his sentence. 

Justice Field announced the decision of the 
court today, and denied the petition. Judge 
Terry claimed in his petition that he did not 
intend to say of doanything disrespectful to 
the court, and that he did not assault the mar- 
shal until that-oflicet had first assaulted him. 

Justice Ficld’s decision, which was very 
lengthy, reviews the circumstances of the con- 
tempt and declares that when the marshal 
undertook to execute the order of the court 
and remove Mrs. Terry from the court room 
for her language to the court, the judge inter- 
fered and struck the marshal and that after- 
wards Judge Terry, when just ontside of the 
court room, drew a knife which he was pre- 
vented from using by the deputy and others 
preseut. 

Justice Field, in denying the petition, de- 
clares that Terry’s statements are not in 
accordance with the facts as they occurred 
under the immediate observation of the court, 
or with the accounts of other parties present. 
He also declared that Terry violated the law 
by coming into the courtroom with a deadly 
weapon concealed on his person, andas an 
attorney, committed an outrage upon profes- 
sional propriety, which rendered him lable to 
be debarred. Justice Field’s decision con- 
cludes as follows: 

Therefore,considering the enormity of the offenses 
committed and position of honor once held in this

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., September 17.—[{[Spe- 
cial. ]~—Official report today rhows 52 new cases 
and 7 deaths. This does not include report of 
medical bureau of visiting physicians, which 
came in just after official list closed and om 
braces >t new cases, many of which, however, 
were duplications. Only seven deaths were 
reported upto six o'clock thisevening, but it 
is certain that there have been several others 
during the past 24 hours. 

Irregularity and want of system among the 
physicians in making the reports renders the 
correct figures tonight impossible. 

Quite a number of unacclimated nurses 
have reached here from various places, and it 
is expected that more than a dozen (among 
them several of Harry Miner’s party) will be 
returned to Camp Perry enroute north tomor- 
row. Several physicians, who came _ here 
without their services being accepted by the 
board of health are expected to return home. 
Among the unacclimated nurses is a reporter 
for a leading New York paper. 

None but acclimated and skilled yellow 
fever physicians and nurses will be received 
hereafter. 

A special to the Times-Union says: “Six 
cases of yellow fever have appeared at 
Gainesville among the members of the 
Gainesville guards, that recently went to help 
to suppress the longshoremen riot at Fernan- 
dina. A Fernandina special says that place 
is absolutely healthy. There was 4a 

‘stampede from Gainesville yesterday, but 
a cordon has now been drawn and it is 
hoped and believed that the fever cannot be- 
come epidemic there, owing to the recent ex- 
tensive sdhitary improvements.’’ 

The news from McClenny is favorable ; im- 
mediate wants of the community have been re- 
lieved, and physicians, nurses, provisions, and 
money have been sent there. Weather con- 
tinues wet and unfavorable.

Quarantine Regulations Killed Him, 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., September 17—The 
case of Mr. Wilson, reported as having died 
from yellow fever at Wildwood is only one of 
many rnmors prevailing in the south as to the 
existence of the scourge. The matter has been 
thoroughly investigated. Mr.. Wilson had 
been sick at Decatur for three weeks and be- 
coming alarmed at the ramors of yellow fever 
there he attempted to reach Chattanooga. 
While in a weak and exhausted condition he 
was put off the train at two quarantine sta 
tions and at the last one he had toremain out 
of doors all night and the next morning walked 
five milesto Wildwood where he had a brother- 
in-law. Tle was completely exhausted, and 
had had nothing to eat fer nearly twodaysand 
died of exhaustion and ffom the effects of ex- 
posure. (Quarantine is established at many 
towns, there being from three to four station’s 
on every road leading to this city. 

Autopsy on Prof. Proctor’s Body. 

New York, September 17.—The result of 
the autopsy on the body of Prof. Procter was 
forwarded to the heaith board today. It states 
that decomposition was so far advanced that it 
Wasimpossible to arrive at a detinite conelu- 
sion as to the cause of the death. The organs 
presented no evidence whatever of pernicious 
remittent fever or other form of malarial dis- 
ease, such as,even in the condition of decom- 
ey oer! art quae by the body, would ordinar- 

ly be apparent. The kidueys showedthe ap- 
pearance of an old, though not advanced dis- 
ease. The doctors were only able to say that 
there was no other evident cause and nothing 
that could be incompatible with death from 
yellow fever. 
' Another Death in Decatur. 

FIuNTSVILLE, Ala., September 17, —[Spocial.] 
A private telegram received today from New 
Orleans states that yellow fever has broken 
out there, which, coupled with the death of A. 
S. Kibby this morning at Decatur, an operator 
in the telegraph office there, has revived the 
discussion of the subject. A dispatch goin 
over the wires to Nashyille said Kibby died 
like Spencer. Nothing reliable can be learned 
from Decatur. In answer to a dispatch Dr. 
Cross only said: ‘*Dr. Cochran is in Nashville 
and will not retnrn until tomorrow’”’ There 
is no uneasiness here whatever, and no proba- 
bility of a quarantine. Hluntsville still holds 
open her gates. 

Asheville Scared. 

WASHINGTON, September 17. ~The following 
telegram has been received at the Marine hose 
oy bureau from the mayor of Ashville, 


The report having reached us that a number of 
Florida refugees are to be sent tothis place, I deem 
it proper to notify youthat no arrangements have 
been made for their accommodation, and further 
that many of our hotels aud boarding houses will 
refuse to receive them should they come either in 
smali or large crowds. In every other way Ashe- 
vil'e will aid to full extent of her ability. 

WASHINGTON, September 17.-Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Hamilton has telegraphed Mayor Harkins, 
of Asheville, N. C., that no refugees will be 
sent to that city.

ENGINEER HOLLY’S REPORT. 


EXPOSITION POSTPONED 


The Amount Necessary to Repair the Au- 
gusta Canal. 

Avousta, Ga., September 17.—[Specia].]— 
The city council met this afternoon at four 
o’clock to listen to the verbal report of En- 
gineer Holly, of Columbia, who had been re- 
quested by the counci! to investigate the dam- 
ages to the city waterworks by the floods and 
make suggestions as to repairing the same. 
Mr. Holly was engineer of the canal during its 
construction. There were present a number 
of citizens interested in the work. He did not 
report in writing, but went over his examina- 
tion of damages. He estimates that $5,000 
would cover the damages to the first level of 
the canal, if judiciously expended. The work 
might be done in about sixty days after the 
commencement of operations. Trouble would 
arise from narrow and rather inaccessible 
places needing repairs, which would not allow 
any great number of workmen on the scene at 
ence, The greatest break was near Warren 
Springs, about four miles from the city and 
half way to the locks. It was one thousand 
feet wide, washed out to below the bed of the 
canal. Aboye this are three more smaller 
breaks. The dirt to do this work will not be 
handy, and will have to be wheeled across the 
canal. He estimates that a thousand men and 
five hundred carts can be employed oh the 
work. Mr. Holly will, if he can, arrange with 
the projector of the Columbia canal to give to 
the work of repairing his personal superinten- 
dence. He left for Columbia this afterncon 
to seo about returning to Augusta. In the 
meantime Coleman’s and Rae’s creeks, which 
empty into the canal, will have dains con- 
structed to prevent the water running out 
through the breaks and direct it towards the 
basin of the city water supply.

Opening of the Fall Session— 
Large Attendance. 


Foz Chases During the State Fair—A Re 
quiem Maas at St. Joseph’s—A Car 
Robber Caught—Other News. 


Macon, Ga., September 17.—[Special.]—The 
fail session of the city and suburban public 
schools commenced this morning, snd the at- 
tendance in all the schools was quite large.

Mr. L. P. Barnes, of Cowcta, Announces for 
the Legislature. 

Newnan, Ga., September 17.—[Special.]—

the legislature, pledging himself, if elected, to 
have the acts of 1882 and 1883, and the amend- 
ments of 1856 and 1887, known as the prohibi- 
tion acts for Coweta county, repealed, created 
aconsternation among the prohibitionists of 
Newnan.

WATCHING THE WATER 


As it Comes Down From Au- 
gusta. 


The River Rising at Savannah—Ten Thou- 
sand Acres of Rice Lands Submerged— 
A Sad Biow to the Planters. 


Savannaun, Ga., September 17.—[Special.}|— 
Nearly ten thousand acres of rice land are 
awaiting inundation by the Savannah river. 
The Ogechee and other streams will also get 
in their deadly work. Some of the planters 
have been bolstering up their confidence on 
the strength of somebody’s statement that the 
thirty-eight feet volume of water is now here. 
This is as unstable as the drowning man’s 
straw. Late tonight or tomorrow may see it, 
but it is beyond contravention thatthe water 
now covering the fields is not the great flood 
by any means. As it is now, the flood in the 
immediate vicinity of the city has not assumed 
the magnitude of the one last fall, 

The actual amount of rice taken] from the 
fields average from 25 to 50 per cent of the 
crop. A considerable amount of this, how- 
ever, will be ultimately ruined by the bad 
weather. Some of it in the stacks is al- 
ready sprouting, and but little of what will 
be placed on the market will be of a fine qual- 
ity, nor will it command a high price, if the 
market keeps stiff for any lengthof time. On 
account of the short crop here and elsewhere 
in the south the only effect will be to encour- 
age the importation of Panta and other for- 
eign products. This was done last year, and 
it is no more than natural that it should fol- 
low this time, when it is taken into considera- 
tion that untiljthe heavy rains began, the crop 
was in excellent condition everywhere and gave 
promise of a heavier yield than ever before. 

Some idea of the great blow the planters are 
called upon to bear may be obtained. The tide 
in the main stream of the river has not yet 
reached a higher point than is usual in the 
spring time. Tonight it is thought that it will 

ass beyond the little mark on the post beyond 

futchinson’s island that indicates the great 
tides. This week the tides will be higher than 
usual, reaching their climax on Wednesday or 
Thursday night, just about the time when the 
full body of the thirty-eight feet rise will be 
here. Between the twoit seems almost im- 
possible that any plantation can escape com- 
plete inundation, At the close of the week the 
equinoctial storms may begin, aud continuing 
through next week delay, if not absolutely 
prevent, the resumption of work. Even if the 
water should in the meantime recede sufficient- 
ly to permit of further efforts in yiew of these 
contingencies, it is apparent that all estimates 
as to possible loss, etc., are merely speculative, 
and that nothing of an accurate nature can 
possibly be known until several wecks have 
passed. 

A letter was received this morning by a rice 
broker from a planteron the Altamaha, writ- 
ten on Saturday, stating that no danger was 
apprehended from the freshet, but that con- 
siderable damage would ensue from the bad 
atmospheric condition, the rice in the fields 
sprouting profusely. In Savannah itis gener- 
ally the impression that their anticipations in 
regard to the freshet will soon be ruthlessly 
dissipated, 

From the Satilla river the reports received 
are exactly the same in general tenor, and it is 
thought here that the planters along that short 
stream may escape with comparatively little 
loss. The Ogeechee is said to be still rising 
rapidly in its lower course with the highest 
water still to come upon the 
plantations. The planiers there have 
been accorded a day or two 
more of grace than those on the Savannah, but 
owing to the constant rains and the bad con- 
dition of the ground the. additional time will 
prove of but little use to them, as the Ogechee 
is compelled to bear away apportion of the 
Savannah’s water,in additionto that of its 
own territory, and. the high tide and the 
freshet will meet. The effect necessarily must 
be extremely disastrous. 

More freight trains are rolling along the 
Central railroad today than since the resump- 
tion of traffic, after the flood of last year, Tho 
road was opened yesterday from Savannah tt 
Atlanta, and Augusta men are still kept at 
work, however, improving and strengthening 
the roadbed where the washouts occurred.

The Savannah, Florida and Western offi- 
cia!s still remain confident that they will ex- 
perience no direct trouble from the freshet. 

Master of Transportation Jackson, who has 
kept ; sted as to the condition of the streams 
crossed by the road, stated to a reporter this 
morning that they were all, right unless an- 
other series of heavy rains occur. The Charles- 
ton and Savannah road is not so fortunate, 
however. Its troubles haye just begun, 
Early this morning 2a serious wash- 
out oecurred atthe New river, which has over- 
fiowed its banks. A big “‘gang’’ of laborers 
were soon at the spot, and Mr. Jackson re- 
ceived a telegram from the headquarters in 
Charleston stating that the mail train wonld 
probably get through this evening. At three 
o’clock it had not yet arrived, being then about 
eight hours late. As the New river is more 
likely to rise at ,this point within the next 
twenty-four hours than to fall, 
there is every chance of Savannah 
being cut off from communication 
with the north via the Coastline for a couple 
of days. 

The progress of the yellow fever keeps the 
authorities here busy. The sanitary board 
held a long conference today. Mayor Lester, 
J. RK. Saussy, Alderman Myers, Dr, Duncan 
and Dr. Brunner were present, and studied a 
map of Florida until nearly 3 0’clock. This 
Was on account of the report that there are 
three cases of yellow fever in Gainesville, Fla. 
About the first information on this head that 
was received was a telegram received by Mr, 
R. D. MacDonnell, a grocer on Congress 
street. His brother, a grocer at Gainesville, 
telegraphed that there were three cases there 
and that he was prepairing to leave. This dis- 
patch was immediately placed before the sani- 
tary board. The inspectors there 
were notified three weeks ago to 
be very careful. The appearance 
of fever in the town created a new point of 
danger and steps had to be taken without a 
moment’s delay to guard against it. Orders 
were telegraphed the inspectors at Gainesville, 
Jesup and Waycross to allow no one from that 
town tocome to Savannah. The Savannah, 
Florida and Western railway officials were 
consulted and [Captain Fleming, superinten- 
dent of the company, stated that there are no 
trains coming to Savannah from Gainesville 
today.

What schoolboy has not heard or spoken 
“Emmet’s Defense,’’ that noble vindjcation 
that came from him when he was about to be 
sentenced. 

The later speakers are leaving ont this piece 
and it may be new to some of the schoolboys 
now. Here are the closing es: 

‘Let no man dare when I am dead to charge 
me with dishonor; let no man attaint my 
memory by believing that I could have en- 
gaged in 4 cause but that of my country’s 

iberty and independence, or that I could have 
become the pliant minion of power in the op- 
pression or the miseries of my countrymen. 

“T would not have submitted to a foreign 
oppressor for the same reason that I would re- 
sist the domestic tyranny. In the dignity of 
freedom, I would have fought upon the 
threshold of my country, and her enemy 
should enter only by passing over my lifeless 
corpse. Am I, who lived but for my country and 
who have subjected myself to the vengeance of 
the jealous and watchful oppressor and now 
to the bondage of the grave, only to give my 
countrymen their rights, am Ito be loaded 
with calumny and not to be suffered to resent 
orrepel it? No, God forbid! 

“If the spirits of the illustrious dead partici- 
pate in the concerns and cares of those who 
are dear to them in this transitory life, oh! ever 
dear and venerated shade of my departed 
father;look down with scrutiny on the con- 
duct of your suffering son and see if 
I have, for a moment, deviated from 
those _ principles of morality and 
patriotism which it was your care to instill 
into my youthful mind, and for the adherence 
to which I am now to offer up my life! 

“My Lords, you are impatient for the sacri- 
tice. he blood which you seek is not con- 
gealed by the artificial terrors which surround 
your victim ; it circulates warmly and unruf- 
fled through the channels which God created 
for noble purposes so grevious that they cry to 
heaven! 

‘*Be yet patient. I have but a few more 
words to say. Iam going to my silent graye; 
my lamp of life is nearly extinguished, my 


‘race is run, the grave opens to receive me and 


I sink into its bosom. 

“JT have but one request to ask at my de- 
parture from this world —it is the charity of its 
silence. Let no man write my epitaph, foras 
noone who knows my motives dares now to vin- 
dicate them, let not prejudice or ignorance 
asperse them. Let them and me repose 
in obscurity and peace, and my tomb remain 
uninscribed till other times and other men can 
do justice to my character. Whenmy country 
shall take her place among the nations of the 
earth—then, and not till then—let my epitaph 
be written.”’

The Cotton Crop of 1887-88. 

The New York Financial Chronicle’s re- 
port of the cotton movement and crop for 
the year ending September 1, 1888, is very 
interesting. ‘The statement covers a great 
deal of ground, and includes statistics that 
cannot be adequately presented in a brief 
synopsis such as we propose to make. 

The total crop for the year is 7,017,707 
bales, an increase of more than half a mill- 
ion bales over the crop of the year previous. 
The total receipts at the Atlantic and Gulf 
shipping ports this year have been 5,602,632 
bales against 5,320,624 bales last year, and 
§,306,686 bales in 1885-86. 

The total amount of cotton carried over- 
Jand this year was 1,441,920 bales, against 
1,202,167 bales last year and 1,260,279 bales 


the previous year, and the movement direct [ 


to maniifacturers this year reaches 971,702 
bales, against 795,070 bales a year ago and 
813,520 bales in 1885-6. This shows an in- 
crease over last year of 149,753 bales in the 
gross movement, and an increase of 176,632 
bales in the net movement. 

The Chronicle says that the season now 
just closing is likely long to remain con- 
spicuous for the results obtained in the cot- 
ton goods trade of Europe. It ranks above 
all previous years for large production, both 
on the continent andin Great Britain; it is 
notable for the better margin which has 
existed through the twelve months between 
yarn and the raw material; it deserves dis- 
tinction for the regularity with which prices 
have been sustained, notwithstanding the 
large production; and it adds another year 
to the new cycle in the growth of England's 
Cotion goods export trade. 

Increase of population, as a measure’ of 
the world’s growth in capacity for the con- 
sumption of cotton fabrics, becomes ob- 
viously misleading and fallacious in the 
light of current facts. European spindles 
fn 1872-78 consumed only 5,116,000 bales of 
cotton, of 400 pounds each; in 1887-88, fif- 


having 1,177,901 spinning spindles, against 
219 last year, with 1,006,662 spindles, and 
164 in 1879—the census year—with 561,360 


In addition to the foregoing there are now 
17 more mills, almost completed, and about 
40 more actually building, while there are 
reported by old mills 203,000 new spindles, 


in inthe comingyear. Taking these facts 
in connection with the figures of actual con- 
sumption—443,373 bales of 452} pounds net 
weight this year, against 393,466 bales of 
450.88 pounds net weight last year and 158,- 
748 bales of 464 pounds net weight the 
cerisus year—one obtains an extremely 
gratifying exhibit of the progress made and 
making in this industry in the south. The 
largest additions in spindles during the year 
have been in North and South Carolina, but 
the largest growth in consumption of cotton 
has been in Georgia and North Carolina.

Knights of the Golden Circle in Trouble. 
Before the war the Knights of the Golden 
Circle made an effort to organize societies 
in every southern state, _ The outbreak of 
hostilities, however, gave the people of 
this gion so much to do at the front that 
they had no time or inclination to bother 
with the circle. 

But in Indiana and Illinois the knights 
kept up their organization, and during the 
war they did everything in their power to 
aid the confederacy and injure the union 
cause. A murder trial just terminated at 
Shoals, Indiana, again brings the circle 
prominently to the front, anda brief his- 
tory of the case will perhaps be of interest 
to the general public. 

In 1864 Jack Ballard, a federal soldier, 
was sent to arrest adeserter, His mission 
was suspected by the knights, and when 
Ballard was shot and killed bya party in 
ambush suspicion naturally attached to this 
secret society. Atthat time there were a 
great many knights in that part of Indiana, 
and they were so influential that the law 
was powerless. 

After the lapse of twenty-four years some 
of the people living near the scene of the 
Ballard murder became involvedin a quar- 
rel. One of them, Albert Quackenbush, 
went before a magistrate and confessed that 
he was one of the murderers of Ballard, and 
that his fellow-criminals were the Rev. 
John Stone and three other men, all Knights 
of the Golden Circle. He seemed to be 
overcome by remorse, but told a straight 
story, and said that he had been led to turn 
state’s evidence by the fear that some of the 
a would disclose his share in the mur- 

er. 

The accused men all stood high in the 
community, and Quackenbush’s charge cre- 
ated great excitement. The trial lasted 
several days. Quackenbush was the chief 
witness for the prosecution, and his testi- 
mony was of the most positive character. 
When the witnesses forthe defense were 
called one man testified that he slept with 
Stone on the night of the murder, and he 
was certain that the defendant did not leave 
the house during the night. Another de- 
fendant was in the house, andthe witness 
breakfasted with him, and was satisfied that 
he had remained indoors all night. An 
equally strong alibi was proved for each of 
the other defendants, and when the case 
was giventothe jurya verdict of ‘‘not 
guilty’? was returned. 

The affair is the talk of the dayin Indi- 
ana and Illinois, where the knights were 
formerly very strong. One theory is that 
Quackenbush conspired with several _per- 
sonsto ruin the defendants, and that the 
confession and the charge of murder were 
absolutely false. Still, there is doubt: Some 
claim that the influence of the old secret 
order of the Golden Circle caused unscru- 
pulous men to come to the relief of the de- 
fendants and swear falsely in order to secure 
their acquittal. 

So the verdict of the jury settles nothing 
beyond releasing the prisoners from the ter- 
rors of the law. It unsettles public opin- 
ion, revives the old feuds and bitterness of 
war times, and scares lonely countrymen at 
night with visigns of the mysterious oath- 
bound knights who were as much dreaded 
in the border states across the Ohioas the 
kuklux once were in South Carolina. 

It is an ugly mess as it stands, and there 
is no way of getting rid of it except by get- 
ting rid of Quackenbush. If Quackenbush 
is permitted to live it will go far toward 
establishing the fact that his neighbors are 
loyal, peaceable and law-abiding, and in-

Down With the Bagging Trust ! 

If the farmers of the whole south are as 
much in earnest intheir efforts to destroy 
the jute bagging trust as the farmers of 
Georgia there will be no trouble about the 
matter whatever. The Georgia planters are 
in earnest, and the probability is that the 
trust will not have much of an effect on 
them. 

Dy antagonizing the trust in every possi- 
ble way the farmers will not only save 
money but will aid in the develop- 
ment of new enterprises for the manufac- 
ture of bagging. There will be no lack of 
capital to invest in these enterprises, and 
the only wonder is that the south, with its 
wonderful resources, has not long ago pre- 
pared itself to furnish the wrapping for its 
great crop, instead of buying it abroad. 

As an evidence of the resources that the 
planters have at their command, we have 
before us asample of the bagging made by 
the Lane mills of New Orleans. This bag- 
ging is made of cotton, and it is said that it 
can be made as cheaply asthe jute bagging. 
It has been tested in New Orleans by ex- 
perts and has been accepted by them as a 
substitute for the jute bagying. 

As another result of the bagging trust, 
we have before us a woven specimen of 
bagging made from the fiber composing the 
inner bark of the corn stalk. This fiber is 
stronger than jute, and would therefore be 
more durable. Though the specimen be- 
fore us is hand woven, the fiber of the corn 
stalk can be woven on the same machinery

Buddhism in America. 

Buddhism is coming this way. 

Heretofore Christian -missionaries have 
covered the world in preaching the Chris- 
tian religion to unbelievers and heathens, 
and yet the heathens are satisfied to listen 
to these missionaries, and have showed no 
evidence of retaliating by sendiag their own 
to Christian countries. But the Buddhists 
of Japan andeastern Asia have begun the 
work of spreading the doctrine of Buddhism 
in Christian countries. 

Mr. M. Matsuyama is the editor of ‘The 
Bijou, of Asia,’ a paper which has been 
published in Kioto, Japan, since last July, 
the purpose of which is the propagation of 
Buddhism. Itis printed in the English 
language, and is pushed throughout the 
world with systematic regularity. 

This paper declares that the Christian re- 
ligion shows unmistakable signs of decay, 
‘‘and is losing its influence upon social life, 
and is dropping away the principles form- 
ing a partand parcel of its system.’’ It 
therefore thinks that the time is soon com- 
ing when ‘“‘the Christian faith will disap- 
pear, or at least will receive transforma- 
tion.” This transformation, it argues, 
must come in the form of Buddhism. 

The New York Sun in commenting on 
the immense undertaking of Buddhising the 
Christian world, and on the peculiar views 
of the editor of the ‘‘Bijou,’”’ says: 

The editor proceeds to give a brief history of toe 
religion of Buddha, and to describe what seems to 
him its incontestable superiority to Christianity as a 
religion satisfactory to the soul and the intellect of 
the developed man. Its vast advantage in this re- 
spect consists, he says, in its more philosophica 
character and its higher moral elevation. By dis- 
carding the belief in a personal God, Buddhism, he 
argues, has reached a philosc phic plane far above 
Christianity, the conception of an anthropomorphic 
deity being only ‘‘a heritage of one of the barbarous 
ideas,”’ and a profane and childish attem pt to limit 
the supreme by human conditionsand attributes. 
In his view, the Christian God is no. more than an 
idol constructed by man, while{Buddhism dares not 
even attempt to conceive the image of the All Pow- 
erful. He isthe Unknowable,and His ways are 
past finding out. Therefore itseems to this Bud- 
dhist that in passing from Christianity to Buddhism 
the western world will ascend from the mist of bar- 
barous superstition into the clear light of philoso- 
phic truth. 

If in the progress of their work of sup- 
planting Christianity with Buddhism, the 
Buddhists send their missionaries to Chris- 
tian countries, it is not at all improbable 
that they will succeed in proselyting about 
as many as Christian missionaries succeed 
in saving in heathen countries. As this is 
practically infinitesimal, it is not probable 
that the Buddhists will ever be heard from 
to any great extent in this or other Chris- 
tian governments. = 

In the meantime, the Sun says that the 
‘‘Hansei Kawai,’’ or the temperance asso- 
ciation of Japan, has resolved ‘‘to apply the 
money accumulated from the temperance of 
our Buddhists for the introduction of its re- 
ligion into foreign lands.”’

The National. Democracy and 
the Prohibition Question. 


The Platform Construed by Mr. Watterson 
—Mr. Hill Quite the Democratic 
Party— His Reasons Therefor. 


To My Fellow-Citizens: Ona question of para- 
mount importance, the principles and purposes of 
the national democracy are at issue with my deepest 
convictions, While I greatly regret this, it leaves 
open to me but one honorable course—and that fs, 
at whatever personal sacrifice, to sever my connec- 
tion with the national party. To remain among its 
adherents while repudiating its platform would be 
faithless alike to the party and to myself. 

The conviction which impels me to this reluctant 
course is the sincere belief that the next great step 
in the progress of civilization is the suppression of 
the saloon system. The movement called prohibi- 
tion is a movement directed against the public evils 
of this system—being at once a business protest 
against its public burdens, a political revolt against 
its corruption and domination and a moral indiet- 
ment against its propagation of jawiessness and 
vice. 
Financially, the reduction of tariff revenue pro- 
posed by the Mills bill (which the national commit- 
tee declares to be only 7 per cent) sinks into insig- 
nificance compared with the immense waste of 
resources and the burdens of direct taxation caused 
by the saloon system. Politically, the usurpation 
of power by saloon organization, especially in our 
cities, is the chief source of the corruption of sufl- 
rage, and of corruption in office—while the na- 
tional liquor organizations hoid the rod of terror 
over the trembiing heacs of the politiciansin both 
the great parties, From amoral point of view, the 
saloon system is, by general admission, the 
greatest evilin the land and in partnership with 
nearly every other evil; while the infinite guilt of 
the system is that it does not merely supply a de- 
mand that might normally exist, but that in its 
present expansion and by its ever present solicita- 
tion, its social allurements, its treating usage, its 
snares for the young, it largely creates, then multi- 
plies and intensifies the evils on which it thrives. 

With these convictions on this question, I turn to 
the national democracy to see what it bas to say 
about it, I find with reference to the manufacture 
of intoxicating liquors that it proposes to derive the 
chief revenue of the government from this greatest 
national evil and peril; and with refe:eace to the 
sale of intoxicating beverages, that it opposes the 
suppression of the saloon under the false but well- 
understood phrase of opposing ‘‘sumptuary laws.” 

1 wish to set forth briefly the facts which have led 
me to realize this irreconcilable conflict between 
my earnest beliefs and the policy of the party. 
There were such evidences in recent years of the 
growth of prohibition sentimentin the south as to 
warrant the hope that the national party, relying 
on the solid yote of this section, would not dare 
affront that sentiment and the conscience behind it 
by retaining the anti-sumpiuary clause in its plat- 
form. Accordingly, in June last, I forwarded a 
memorial to the convention at St. Louis signed by 
the chief officers of the Geotgia State Temperance 
association, the Good Templars, the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union, the Young Men’s 
Prohibition club of Atlarfta and by leading citizens of 
the state urging that the prohibition question should 
be eliminated frcm the national platform. Some of 
the signers were anti-prohibitionists, who believed 
equally with the other signers that the democratic 
party ought to let the question alone. 

When the platform appeared, the objectionable 
clause was not to be fonnd, ona hasty reading, and 
for one brief moment I wasdelighted. It may seem 
singular that one who Ff garcs thejprinciple of probi- 
bition asjof paramount importance woulaghave been 
eontent ro ask simply from the democratic party 
the poor boon of silence. But silence in this case 
would have signified much. If the party had not 

reviously spoken silence would have meant 
little. But in 1876 In 1880 and in 
1884 the democratic platform had brought the 
question into national party polities. Silence, 
therefore, would have shown a change of policy. 
How can arational man claim to bea good demo- 
crat and repeat the stale and senseless shibboleth 
about “not bringing prohibition into politics?’ The 
democratic party has forced it notonly into politics, 
but into national party politics ever since 1876, 

My satisfaction was but fora moment. For when 
I reread the first sentence of the platform, I saw 
that the question whether the party had retained or 
abandoned its declared hostility to prohibition was 
one of construction. The only thing for me to do 
was to set to work to find out the true construction 
of the sentence and to await the developments 
which would show its actual construction in the 
progress ofthe campaign, I determined not to act 
except after careful deliberation and thorough 
knowledge. : 

I, therefore, wrote to Mr. Henry Watterson, the 
chairman of the platform committee, the folowing 
letter: 

“Will you please inform me whether the opening 
sentence of the platform of the St. Louis conven- 
tion, to-wit: ‘The democratic party of the Udited 
States, in national convention assembled, re- 
news its pledge of its fidelity to demociatic faith 
and re-affirms the ptatform adopted by its repre- 
sentativesin the convention of 1834,’ includes an 
indorsement, inter alia, of the anti-sumptuary 
clause in the platform of 1834, or does it relate 
solely to the following matter: ‘And indorses the 
views exprossed by President Cleveland in his last 
annual message, as a correct interpretation of that 
platform, etc.?’’ AS you were cheirman of the 
committe on resolutions and fought all straddles 
and indirections with amanhood that commands 
universal respect and admiration, I trust yon will 
be willing to give an answer to this question,” 

To this the following reply was received, (the 
word “‘all’’ being itilized by Mr. Watterson): 

“The platform of ’88 re-affirms all the platform of

But it is equally. evident, 
although the police power resides in the states, that 
state prohibition is not the final solution of the 
question; for the supreme court of the United States 
has deci this yearin the Iowa case that. while 
state prohibition is constitutional, a prohibition 
state cannot regulate the mode and manner in 
which intoxicating liquors sball be brought within 
ita territory trom other states, becausé this power of 
inter-state regulation resides in congress. Hence, 
national legislation is indispensable to make state 
prohibition effective. This decision and the fact 
that congress alone can legislate for the territories 
and District of Columbia give national scope to this 
question. 

If legislation is sought, then under our democra ‘fe 
system, there must be an appeal tothe ballot box 
as the register of the popular will, and the quest:on 
involved becomes at once political. If so, then 
under our method ef government by political 
parties,a prohibition party is paceery to pro- 
nounce and exccute, inthe name and by the au- 
thority of the American people, sentence of death 
upon ithe liquor traffic entrenched as it now is in 
state and national laws, and dominating both the 
democratic and republican parties. This is butsaying 
after all, that national option isthe ultimate out- 
come of localand state option, and essential to 
theis full efficiency and success. The party formed 
on this principle aims stumply to unite in an efiect- 
ive concert of action, the judgment of that mafority 
of American citizens who have resolved upon finan- 
cial, political or moral grounds, that the saloon 
must go, To this unity of ection, all opponents of 
the license system will, I believe, ultimately come. 
The party which isthe nucleusof the agitation 
looking to this end is rapidly rising into one of the 
first magnitude. As the Telegraph recently said (in 
substance:) ‘*The present campaign will dispose of 
the tariff issue; and the liquor . traffic will be next 
on the list.” By bringing about a ‘coalition of 
consciences,” this issue willrend intwain the two 
great parties and will bury the imperishable antag- 
onisms which their names represent. Sectionalism 
will die then—not before. The adherents of the 
saloon will &ll be huddled into one pasty. The 
electric light of public attention will be turned 
upon the kideous system which they uphold, Who 
can doubt the resuit? 

I regret that the reasonable limits of this commn- 
nication do not admit of discussing this question 
in its bearings on the tariff question, the internal 
revenue system and the race problem in the south, 

It touches the mind with a sense of grandeur ap- 
proaching the infinite to think of this great nation 
of ours, holding in trust the highest hopes of the 
human race. To bear a part in hastening that 
glorious consummation when this mighty people 
with brain unclouded and heart unpolluted with 
the curse of drink, shall go forward to solve the 
grand problems that await it, This I esteem the 
highest privilege of American citizenship, and the 
best tithe which one who loves his fellow men can 
acquire to their grateful memory when he has 
passed to ‘where beyond these voices there is 
peace,”’ WALTER B. HILL.

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c=! A WATER COLUMN 


Scares the People of Battle’s 
Wharf. 


A Remarkable Physical Phenomenon, Near 
ly a Mile High, and Terrifically 
Beautiful to Look Updén. 


From the Mobile Tribune. 
The following special from Point Clear was 
received yesterday : 


GRAND Hore., Port CLear, Ala... September 
~— After several hours of threatening weather won 
day a remarkable disturbance of water was ob-. 
served near the end of the long whari, which goon, 
cu'minated in an enormous waterspout, The waters, 
were seen to spout up into the airand connecting’ 
with a cornucopia sha ed cloud that descended to’ 
meet them, thus forming a massive column a mile’ 
in height, which waved to and fro from sea to sky,| 
at the same time traveling toward’s Battle’s w ' 
where it broke from the concussion of thuncrry, I 
did considerable damage to Battie's wharf. fifty feet: 
of which was carried away, while several small’ 
oy my ae hat The steamers 
isy and Annie fortunately esca h 
waterspout, ’ sir rae 


Another account was received as follows: 


September 15, 1888..-Yesterday afternoon a little 
after half-past ftour,a beautiful sight oceurred in 
the bay at Battle’s wharf, iu frontof our place, A’ 
water spout of large proportion gathered in the bay.. 
When we first noticed it the waves seemed very 
much agitated. We thought it was raining in one’ 
spot, but we soon ascertained what it was. Mr. D: 
At toni fired a shot into it and thus seattered it, 
otherwise it might have done serious damace. As 
it was it broke part of Battle's wharf. lt wasa 
grand sight, nevertheless. We were very much; 
frightened, and some of us were thinking about 
taking to running for the wocda, 


Eye-witnesses describe the waterspout as 
presenting a most impressive and beautiful 
spectacle. It formed about half way between 
Point Clear and Battle’s wharf and proceeded 
slowly toward the shore, roaring at first with a 
very loud noise. It struck Battle’s wharf 
near the shore end and cut it off as neatly as 
if it had been sawed off. ‘The spout sucked up 
a great lot of splintered wood and went dash- 
ing inland, carrying with it a mass of whirling 
debris, in the midst of which hundreds of fish 
were mingled. The waterspout proceeded up 
the lane, tore off the corner of a barn and then 
fell to the ground with a loud noise, depositing 
the mass of broken wood and fish. 

Captain L. H. Kennerly gives a graphic ac- 
count of the phenomenon. He says that he 
watched the waterspout from beginning to the 
end. There was a very heavy black cloud in 
the sky off the point, and all the clouds in the 
neighborhood were seen moving toward the 
center of the black cloud. He knewthen that 
a waterspout was forming, and° called atten- 
tion to the atmospheric disturbance. Presently 
the water of the bay, some one hundreds yards 
off the end of the. long wharf, began to boil 
and whirl around, with aloud noise. This 
whirlpool was directly beneath the black 
cloud, The black cloud then formed in funnel- 
shape and let down a point, revolving 
in a direction contrary to the whirlpool 
below. Soon the two bodies of water joined 
in forming a column about fifty feet in diame- 
terin the middle and reaching up abouta 
mile in the air. Assoon asthe junction was 
formed the greater part of the rushing waters 
ceased. The column stood apparently motion- 
less for about fifteen minutes, and had an angle 
with the horizon of about sixty degrees. ‘The 
funnel at the top was dead black, but the body 
of the waterspout was slate-colored. At the 
bottom, where the spout spread out into a pyra- 
mid, the water was green and white. It wasa 
magnificent sight. 

Then the whole mass began moving slowly 
toward Battle’s, and came majestically along, 
bending more and more as it advanced. 
When it reached the shore, just where 
the wharf joins the shore, the spout bent 
in the middle, and a_ report of electric 
discharge and a flash of lightning announced 
that thle spout was broken. The greater part 
of tLe water was sucked up in the heavens as 
the spout parted in the middle, and the re- 
mainder fell witha great noise, enveloping 
the wharf and breaking it down for a distance 
of perhaps fifty feet, reaching from the shore 
toa small house situated out on the wharf, 
The effects of the spout were felt on land 
slightly. It was only a remnant of the 
girating water that hit the houses on land, 
aod the damage resulting was smail. Dur- 
ing the progress of the water spout a son of 
Mr. P. C. Boudousquie made three sketches 
of it, showing very clearly the successive 
shapes it assumed. ‘The people on shore were 
considerably alarmed at the approach of the 
water spout, and were about to seek positions 
of greater safety, when the exhibition came to 
an end. 

Captain Kennerly adds that shortly after 
the disturbance, telegraphic messages were 
received from Mobile and Fort Morgan, ask- 
ing if any damage had been done. It is evi- 
dent from this that the spout was seen by peo- 
ple both in Mobile and at Fort Morgan,

The absence of such a hall 
has from the beginning, been the one trouble 
of the association, and looking back upon the 
generous co-operation that the people of Atlan- 
ta have given us, I feel prompted to go further 
than that expression of thanks, and to say 
this—that we have never called upon you for 
anything but your response has been prompt, 
and liberal, and heartfelt.

It is a grand 
institution, and if there is anything on earth I 
am proud of, itis my record as a confederate 
soldier, evenif Idid have to run once in 
awhile. {[Laughter.] My experience was this. 
The first two years we run the yankees 

laughter) as the next two years they run us. 
few and applause.] It is the right thing 
torun sometimes, and I believe in doing 
what’s right. [Laughter.} Iam as proud of 
the last two years and Lam of the first two, 
for when it did become necessary to run, short- 
legged as Iam, I planked it down as fast as 
anybody _ did. { Laughter. ] One__—itime 
Captain Hudson was running. He 
kept it up for some time when his ser 
geant, amanthat had been in the Mexican 
war, said: ‘Captain, let’s si these men.’ 
Hudson kept going, and presently the sergeant 
said again: ‘Captain, let’s rally these men. 
Will you stand by me?’ ‘Yes,’ said the cap- 
tain, ‘aslongas you keepup the lick we’ve 
got now I’ll stand by you.’ [Laughter.| That’s 
what I’ve gotto sayto the veterans. You 
have madea good beginning. Keep up the 
lick you’ve got now and I'll stand by you. 
Your purpose is grand, for it goes further than 
social reunions, and all that, and it is a friend 
to help confederate soldiers that have had no 
friend since the war. The United States (I 
do not say this complainingly) has paid more 
to her veterans since the war than the confed- 
eracy paid her soldiers during the war in con- 
federate money, and the old confederate vet- 
eran has helped payit. He has paidit, and 
there has been no complaint from him. Some 
of them have been unfortunate, and have 
needed help. Those of usthat never losta 
limb cannot appreciate. the loss of tiose that 
heve. Let us help them. 

‘ -omeof those old soidiers have been unfort- 
unate in business, but search the criminal 
do :kets, and you will finda less percentage of 
o d confederate veterans thanof any other 
clissof men. Look back overthe ku-klux 
diys. Those were not confederate soldiers, but 
those that staid athome and became brave 
after the enemy was gone. [Applause.] I 
consider these old veterans as patriotic as the 
Grand Army of the Republic. I’d rather be- 
long to this association, and the Lord knows 
I've a better right to it, [laughter] than to the 
rrand army. IfI had the ability and the time 

would record one month of that war as the 
grandest in the history ofthe world. It was 
granderthan the month that included Water- 
loo; grander than the month that included 
either of those fifteen great battles that have 
changed and shaped the destiny of nations. 
Imagine the confederate army in 
the spring of ’62, Johnson wounded 
and Lee put in command, 250,000 
men gathered in Virginia to do battle. With 
Lee and the confederates that grandest of 
soldiers, Stonewall Jackson, [prolonged ap- 

lause}] whom IL love asI do my own father. 

"ou remember how superstitious the soldiers 
were. If a soldier cooed tothe south of him 
a soldier must go home, if it cooed tothe north 
it was a sign that he would be captured, if it 
cooed above him he was certain to be killed, 
and you remember how we dreaded going into 
a fight on Friday. How many of you remein- 
ber that fight, Longstreet, like a solid wall, 
facing Keys, and Hull, just as gallant, over on 
the left. Both were falling back, and in the 
rattle of musketry and roar of cannon we 
knew defeat. Presently away off from the 
direction of Cold Harber came the boom of 
guns. Whowasit? Help forusor help for 
them? They kept drawing closer, and word 
was passed down the line “It’s Stonewall 
Jackson !”’ Good God,- how glad it 
made us feel! Even the sulkers 
came up from behind the breast- 
works ial the whole thing was changed. Why, 
gentlemen, the Yankees didn't stop running 
till they reached Malvern Hill (laughter). 
Tinat’s the month I would record, and I had 
rather be a member of that corps than of any 
oniearth. -At Maivern Hill we struck 
the gun boats—the only thing on earth thata 
confederate charge couldn’t take. [Laughter 
and applause.| Our boys never were much on 
the swim anyhow.

CHICAGO, September 17—The opening of the 
Exchange today was remarkable for activity in all 
quarters and unusual strength in most leading arti- 
cles of trade and speculation.

Incidents in a Notable 
Career. 


Some 


Flow He Started Out in Life—The Single 
Mexican Dollar--The East Ten- 
nessee Deal—Other Notes. 


The Atlanta National bank is heavily draped 
in mourning. 

The remains of Mr. R. H. Richards, accom- 
panied by Mrs. Richards, came to Atianta at 
6:45 this morning. 

Mrs. Richards stood the trip well, and gota 
ghort nap daring the morning. 

During the day anumber of friends called 
at Mr. Richards’s residence on Peachtree. As 
the remains lay ina casket in the parlor, Mr. 

zichards’s face looked almost as natural as in 
life, and he looked a well preserved man at 


fifty-five. 

Among those who called was Major D. N. 
Speer, who knew Mr. Richards 
as & young man, keeping a book store 
in LaGrange. Major Speer still has his col- 
lege text books, bought at that store and bear- 
ing jis stamp, “R. H. Richards, bookseller.” 

“His life was marked by many noble and 
generous traits,’ said Major Speer: “As a 
young man he was of a bright disposition, and 
I can recall many deeds of charity which he 
did. They are not known tothe world, but 
the people of LaGrange will recall them, if I 
were to mention the names. 1 know of many 
old people and people in distress who have 
been helped by him.” 

Another gentleman who has known Mr. 
tichards all his life recalied an instance which 
showed his strong self-reliance. 

When Mr. Robert G. Richards, with four 
sons and a daughter, left London and came to 
Penfield, Georgia, in 1843, he. found country 
life uncongenial, and after a stay of only two 
years moved to New York. 

His son, Mr. Robert H. Richards, hada 
taste of the south and returned to Georgia. 
Hie arrived at Athens with asingle Mexican 
dollar in his pocket. It was Sunday morning, 
and he went to church with his cousin, Miss 

tichakds, who afterwards married General 
Dulbose. 

As he sat in the church with this young lady 
the contribution box came round. 

Mr. Richards’s dollar was in asingle coin 
and he either had to let the box go by or put 
in his last cent. 

He put in the dollarand the next morning 
started out without a cent to make his fortune. 

“From that time to this,’”’ said the gentle- 
man, ‘there nover has been a day that he did 
not make money.’ 

“The secret of his success,’’ said Major 
Bpeer, “was his energy, integrity and good 

udgment.’ 
Mr. Richards was married in Troup county 
in 1852 to Miss Josephine Rankin and 
lived in LaGrange most of the 
time until after the war, though he formed a 
yartnership with Mr.MecPherson in an Atlanta 
ewes business before the war. 

General Austell and Mr. Richards organized 
the Atlanta National bank here just after the 
war and they became intimately associated in 
other business transactions. General Austell 
had great confidence in Mr. Richards’s judg- 
nent and it was in that way that he came to 
invest in East Tennessee stock. . 

Mr. Kichards went to Knoxville in 1867, and 
lived there four years, and it was during his 
stay here that he became interested in East 
Tennessce stock, and with Mr. Charles Magee, 
bought large amounts of it from the people of 
East Tennessee. 

The stock was then worth forty cents, and 
Mr. Richards was firmly of the opinion that 
the road would be a paying property. 

So sanguine was he that he went into the 
Atlanta National bank one day and remarked 
to General Austell, “That East Tennessee 
stock isa goodthing. I believe that it will be 
worth two for one.”’ 

General Austell said that he thought Mr. 
Richards’s enthusiasm led him to over-value 
the stock. 

Mr. Richards replied: ‘*To convince you 
that I am in earnest when I say the stock will 
ba worth two for one, I will give you eighty 
cenis 0 iT yours, . 

“T’ll take it,” said General Austell. 

“Itomare, give mea check,’’ said Mr. Rich- 
ards, and he took up a pen to write a check for 
a hundred thous and dollars. 

Here Mr. Romaré interposed and suggested 
that Mr. Richards should not take so much. 

“Will you be convinced that I mean what I 
say if I take half your stock!’’ said Mr. Kich- 
ards to General Austell, 

General Austell said he would,and Mr. Rich- 


‘ards wrote a check for fifty thousand dollars 


and took half the stock. 

Not long afterwards that stock was sold for 
265. 

Mr. Richards was walking on the veranda 
at the Baticry Park hotel when he was at- 
tacked at noon Sunday. 

During the short hour that he lived, though 
suifering a great deal of pain, Mr, Richards 


. yetained full conciousness.

THE COLOR LINE 


As Developed in Travel on the 
Georgia Road. 


The Decision of the State Railroad Com- 
mission in the Gaines Case— 
Other Railroad News. 


Ae 


The followteg is the Sechdan in fall of the 
Georgia railroad commission on the case made 
before it by Bishop Gaines: 

The complaintant in,bis case, W. J. Gaines, 
alleges that on the first day of June, 185%, his niece, 
Rhoda Gaines, boarded the train of the Georgia rail- 
road in Atlanta, as a passenger; that arriving at the 
train late, she had time only to get on the rear car 
of the train: that she took a seat in that car; that 
goon afterward she was approached by boih the 
conductor and the brakeman, and requested 
togo into the car provided for colored people; 
that asthe train was in motion, and the car set 
apart for colored passen :ers Was not such as she 
was entitled to travel in, baving paid first class 
fare, she refused to comply with the request; that 
at Conyers, a static non the said railroad, several 
white men forcibly ejected her from the train, that 
these persons, who were unknown to her, behaved 
with great violence and used much profanity. By 
av ameudment it was further alleged that this forei- 
ble ejection was by consent of the Georgia Railroad 
company, [and wes a means used by said company 
to force this passen;.er to go into a second-class car, 
when she had paid full fare and was entitied to like 
and equal accomodations, ctc., with any other pas- 
senLeTr, 
The

on offensive manner to the colored passengers. All 


' of which, it is claimed, constitutes unjust indiscrim- 


which itisthe duty of this commission to 
poceess, 

I i@ railroad company insisted, on the hearing, 
that the superior court of Rockdale county, and not 
this commission, has jurisdictiod of thé alleged for- 
cible ejection of this passenger from the train, And 
we must s> hold. The facts set out make a case of 
riot or assault and battery under the laws of this 
state, of which the courtsalone can take cognizance. 
We must presume, ifthe statements in the petition 
on this peint be true, and cogplaint is made in the 
proper quarter, that the legal tribunals will mete 
out justice both on the eiyil and criminal side of 
the court to the persons guilty of this act of vio- 
lenee, and that ifthe railroad company, through 
acis either of omission or commission 
on the part of its agents aud employes, has incurred 
any legal Uability in this matter, it will be held to 
its just responsibility. 

It is but fair tosay, however, that the evidence 
befure us fuils to show that there was any collusion 
between the railroad employes and the offending 
parties. Itisleftin doubt whether they were pas- 
sengers on the train, or whether they boarded the 
train at Conyers for the purpose of ejecting this pas» 
senger, It is not showni that the conductor, or any 
other employe of the railroad company, was present, 
or knew what was transpiring in the short time 
which, aceording to the evidence, the proceeding 
occupied. 

- 9 Ofso much of the petition as complains that 
colored passengers on the Georgia railroad are sub- 
jected to unjust discrimination in the character of 
the accommodations furnished them, we have un- 
doubted jurisdiction, and the only question is the 
one of fact, whether this charge bas been sus 
tained. ms 

The evidence is conflicting on 
this point. The comr laimant end other 
witnesses testify that the cars: provided for the eol- 
ored people are not kept in a cleanly condition, 
that the accommodatious are insufficient, passen- 
gers being frequently unable to obtain seats, and 
that the colored pass: engers suiier from the intru- 
sion into their car of disorderly white persons; a!so, 
that car usually assig ned {0 colored peopleis parti- 
tioned, oue compartment used by them, and the 
other used asa smoking car. 

On the otherhand, the gencral manager of the 
road, and the super intend ent both testify that the 
accommodations are armple on ordinary oceasions;: 
that if on account of any exceptional occasion a 
largergnumber of colored people than usual desire 
transportation, additional accommodations are fur- 
nished if the railroad authoritics are notified in 
time; that the curs furnished to the two classes 
of passengers, white and colored, tare substaniial! 
the same in make up, upholstering, furniture an: 
finish; that allthe passenger cars are thoroughly 
washed and cleansed at both ends of the line before 
starting on a trip; that they have given strict orders 
to enforce the police regulations of the company 
and protect each race from intrusion by the other, 
and that they believe these orders are faithfully car- 
ried out. 

Desirous of seeing for themselves the character of 

cars provided by this railroad colnpany, the com- 
inissioners inspected the carson tue train from 
which eomplaintant’s niece is alleged to have been 
ejected, and also the cars on the Coy ington’ 8 accom- 
modation train, of which some complaint was made 
in the testimony. ‘A careful inspection and exami- 
nation of these cars have led usgto the conclusion 
that the complaint on this point is not weil found- 
ed. So far as we could judge, the cars provided for 
the colored passengers wore equally as good as those 
provided ior the white passengers. It is 
true that the partition alluded to reduces the 
space set apart for occupancy by the colored peo- 
ple, but the evidence showed conclusiy ely that 
the proportion of colored travel was much 
less than that of white travel,and that the same 
amount of car room was not required forthe for- 
mer. 

Onthe Athens and Washington branch lines, 
where the white travel does not usuatly require an 
entire car, the evidence showed that the passenger 
car was partitioned, and the white passengers 
oeeupied Oneend andthe colored passengers the 
other. The partitions are close and compact, and 
extend to the ceiling ofthe car.. When part of a 
car is used for smoking, the arrancement is to have
